Neu berger’s proposal annou nced 
throu gh his Capitol office, varied 
somewhat from those which have 
been made by others for some 
k ind of reim bu rsem ent to cran­ 
berry produ cers not at fau lt in the 
cu rrent situ ation. 
Secretary of Welfare Arthu r S. 
Flemm ing, who annou nced Mon­ 
day that portions of the crop 
grown in Oregon and Washington 
have been fou nd to be contam i­ 
nated by a weed k iller, was ask ed 
by reporters Thu rsday abou t in­ 
du stry assertions that the govern­ 
ment shou ld pay dam ages am ou nt­ 
ing to perhaps 
100 million dollars. 
Senator Having Bill Drafted 
“ As to any responsibility to in­ 
demnify the growers," Flemm ing 
said, “ I have not look ed into it 
and I do not want to get into 
that,”

can q u arrel with the desirability;

— For the men of West Ger­ 
many. it s a buyer's market. 
With women outnumbering men 
by nearly 3,500,000. the males 
have it much their own way in 
Europe’s most “ lonely - hearted” 
nation. 
Although marriage bureau bus­ 
iness is ttooming and newspaper

plus is causing deep concern. 
More women than men commit 
suicide; more marriages are bro­ 
ken up because of the husband’s 
rather than the wife s infidelity, 
and “ telephone priests" have four 
times as many women callers as 
men. 
Although not all of the extra 
3.439.400 women can be consider­ 
ed unmarriageable (1.200,000 are 
widows over 70. the figures are 
frightening enough. 
As against 3.375.000 unmarried 
men between the ages of 20 and 
60 for example there are 4.500.000 
unmarried women in the same 
age group—leaving 1,125.000 hope­ 
less “old maids." 
The main reason for the over­ 
supply of females is the war. Ac­ 
cording to official government 
figures. 3.050.000 German soldiers 
died in World War II 
One result of the whole situa­ 
tion is an increase in immorality 
Recently, the Allensbach Public 
Opinion 
Institute 
conducted 
a 
poll in which a representative 
group of men and women was 
asked the following question; 
“ Do you consider intimate re­ 
lations between unmarried per­ 


sons are necessary and permissi­ 
ble" 
Of the males asked. 76 per cent 
answered "yes." and 66 per cent 
of the women agreed. 
When asked if they “sympa­ 
thized" with persons conducting 
such relationships. 98 per cent of 
those polled said they did. 
This moral question worries 
German church leaders. In an ef­ 
fort to aid those women who are 
depressed because they believe 
they have little chance of find­ 
ing a husband.

Non-Alignment 
Policy Is Tested 


Prime Minister Nehru of India is in danger 
of bogging down in the mire of his own fallacy . 
His neu tralist position is being challenged by 
Chinese aggression to the point where he may 
hav e to fight to maintain it, which, of cou rse, 
means that he can no longer maintain it. 
In an attempt to salv age logic, Nehru is 
now emphasizing “non-alignment” instead of 
neu trality and has su ggpsted that India is q u ite 
able to look after itself. One can only hope that 
he is right. The alternativ e might be a world 
holocau st. 
Neu trality is a middle position, imply ing 
disinterest. Where two combatants are fighting 
ov er an issu e it is possible thou gh difficu lt. 
When it is aggression and defense against 
aggression it becomes impossible. 
It is the position in which NATO cou ntries 
hav e declared that they will not be placed 
again if there is aggression against any one 
of their partner nations. They are not raising 
an issu e of East against West or commu nist 
against 
non-commu nist, 
bu t 
preserv ation 
of 
peace throu gh deterrent strength. 
It is this bald, simple fact which the Sino- 
Indian border dispu te mu st be bringing home 
to the peace-lov ing Nehru .

The ex citem ent ov er cheating on the q u iz pro­ 
gram s has raised m ore of a hu b-bu b than any one 
anticipated. 
Cu riou sly , the com plaints are mix ed. 
Many are disappointed at the cheating: m any are hu rt 
that su ch nice people got cau ght. 


Telev isio n and radio are v ery different fro m 
the press. 
A newspaper is a priv ate pro perty 
which ex ists fo r div erse reaso ns. 
So me news­ 
papers ard fo unded and co ntinue to ex ist o nly to 
earn mo ney fo r their o wners. So me are fo unded 
to present an ideal, a belief, a prejudice to the 
public. 
So me represent the v iews o f a po litical 
party . So me rater to the literate; so me to tho se 
^ 
who enjo y pictures mo re than letterpress. 
So me 
are dev o ted to a particular class like bankers and 
sto ckho lders o r are o wned by a labo r unio n. 


Becau se mu ch 
of the news from 
Washington 
reaches the pu blic as gov ernm ental hand-ou ts, a large 
nu m ber of small sheets, some m im eographed, som e 
representing particu lar points of v iew are being issu ed, 
new ones appearing all the tim e. Most of them are 
u seless bu t some are q u ite inform ativ e. 
Radio and telev ision are different. 
They are 
licensed by the gov ernm ent and their principal asset 
is this gov ernm ent perm it. 
(This applies to the 
stations, not the network s. 
The pu blic receiv es tele­ 
v ision from a licensed station.) The license is nev er 
granted withou t the prov iso that they m u st perform 
a pu blic serv ice as well as earn m ore for their 
stock holders. They are therefore not altogether free 
enterprises by a strictly capitalistic definition. They 
are licensed enterprises, ex isting by the grace of a 
departm ent of gov ernm ent which m ay withdraw their 
licenses. 


Dr. Frank Staoton of the Colu mbia Broadcasting 
Sy stem v iews this su bject m ore realistically than his 
com peers. 
Instead of prov iding alibis and try ing to 
ex plain aw^ay what has happened, he has faced the 
situ ation sq u arely , assu med fu ll responsibility for the 
fau lty practises and su ggested some possible correc­ 
tions. He has not dodged the m oral issu e. 
Two general proposals hav e been m ade: 
1. 
That the gov ernment police telev ision; 
2. 
That a "c za r” be appointed, as there is in 
baseball. This su ggestion com es from Senator Jacob 
Jav its of New York . 


Bo th sugge« tio n$ miss the po inf, which is that 
radio and telev isio n hav e failed to reco gnize that 
these are licensed industries; that they are no t 
the press, altho ugh they do pro v ide a mo dicum 
o f news and so me edito rial co mment; that be­ 
cause they are licensed, they canno t depend so le­ 
ly upo n their o wn priv ate judgment and that a 
go v ernment agency , the Federal Co mmunicatio ns 
Co mmissio n, do es ex ist which Is respo nsible fo r 
licensing them and therefo re, ipso facto , sho uld 
watch what o ccurs. 


The real weak ness of the telev ision indu stry is 
that it relinq u ished control of mu ch of the m aterial 
that is u sed on telev ision. Separate com panies cam e 
into ex istence to prepare m aterial for telev ision. 
At 
the tim e that the C om m u nists,w ere being cleared ou t 
of the motion pictu re indu stry , they took refu ge in 
telev ision and those who were closest to the work in 
this field, fou nd it practically impossible to deal with 
any one in au thority . The network s were leasing their 
time not only to adv ertising agencies bu t to produ c­ 
tion companies and responsibility becam e so diffu sed 
that it cou ld not be fou nd. 
Often when this su bject was discu ssed, back in the 
early y ears of this decade, there were those who 
prognosticated that sooner or later there wou ld be 
trou ble becau se som e adv ertising agency or produ cing 
company wou ld pu ll a fast one which wou ld do to 
telev ision what the White Sox scandal did to baseball. 


Dr. Stanto n is to he eo mmended fo r assuming 
respo nsibility but the po int must also be made 
that he and o ther radio and telev isio n ex ecutiv es 
are respo nsible whether they assume it o r no t and 
they must be held respo nsible no matter what 
they say abo ut It. 


Cheating on q u iz shows Ls not the only defect of 
telev ision. 
A greater one is the pau city of free dis­ 
cu ssion of pu blic q u estions. The techniq u e of hav ing 
a few newspaperm en ask q u estions of someone in the 
news m ay be a sim ple form at, bu t it is not u n­ 
censored, u nrehearsed, free debate, which is difficu lt 
to do and possibly dangerou s becau se of slander and 
libel, bu t it can be done if responsible men are willing 
to u ndertak e it. 
The best program s on radio were 
the A m erica’s Town Meeting of the Air and the 
American Foru m and they serv ed America well du ring 
the critical pre-war and w ar periods.

gram s appear on telev ision,

Labor Leaders Out Of Touch With Public Opinion 


WASHINGTON — Ju clging by 
their 
speeches 
and com m ents, 
m any of the prom inent leaders of 
u nion 
labor 
hav e 
nev er 
been 
more ou t of tou ch with the tem ­ 
per of the work ers and with pu b­ 
lic opinion generally than they 
are today . 
George 
Mcany , 
president 
of 
the AFL-CIO, for instance, re­ 
ferring to the inju nction in the 
steel strik e, has ju st said to a 
conv ention of labor u nions: 
"If a law can compel a w ork er 
to work against his will, in my 
book it’s a slav e labor law .” 
Bu t isn’t it a "slav e labor law ” 
when an American citizen wants 
to work bu t is forbidden to do 
so u nless he joins a u nion? 
This 
section of the Taft-Hartley Law 
has been a boon to labor-u nion 
growth, and applies in all states 
ex cept a few which hav e enact­ 
ed 
"right - to - work ” 
laws 
to 
em ancipate the work ers. 
What Mr. 
Meany and other 
labor leaders really object to » 
any law that isn’t adm inistered 
in fav or of the labor u nions. The 
President of the United States is 
req u ired u nder the Taft-H artley 
Act to inv ok e an inju nction for 
80 day s when there is a national 
em ergency du e to a strik e, bu t 
there is nothing in the law that 
say s he m u st fav or either side or 
settle the strik e with a v ictory 
for one side ov er the other.

Mazey , 
secretary - 
treasu rer

Au to 
Work ers, who seem s to think that 
the President can fav or either 
side by the u se of an inju nction, 
has ju st issu ed an attack on the 
personal integrity of President 
Eisenhower.

Meany spok e, Mr. Mazey said 
that Mr. Eisenhower inv ok ed the

A m otorist westbou nd on Rou te 
4 0 sails gaily along a du al high­ 
way 
as 
handsome 
as 
any 
in 
M ary land — u ntil 
he reaches 
Frederick . Bey ond there the» road 
"Shrink s to single width and at 
Hancock tu rns positiv ely tortu ou s. 
So also on the Eastern Shore, 
sou th of Wy e Mills, Rou te 5 0’s 
du al l a n e s largely disappear, 
leav ing the rest an u nsatisfactory 
patchwork of two-lane, fou r-lane 
confu sion to the coast. Thou gh 
these two thorou ghfares — the 
Frederick - Hagerstown - Cu m­ 
berland link , and the Bay Bridge- 
Ocean City road — serv e an en­ 
ormou s amou nt of traffic their 
weak nesses ev idently cannot be 
rem edied for sev eral y ears.

H ere is the 
ru b: 15 of the 23 cou nties are still 
below av erage on first-phase pro­ 
jects. Until they are cau ght u p. 
probably a y ear hence, no work 
can be started on com pleting the 
arterial rou tes mentioned abov e 
becau se these ex tensions are pro-* 
gram m ed for the second and ev en 
third phases of the ov erall pro­ 
gram .

The legal q u irk originates in

Thu s, it wou ld do no good 
to forbid em ploy ers to band to­ 
gether into a single com m ittee 
to handle all their negotiations, 
becau se the real power is u su al­ 
ly v ested in a national u nion 
that controls the w ork ers in all 
plants. 
Ev en if the em ploy ers, 
m oreov er, were forbidden to con­ 
fer with each other on strik e Is­ 
su es or negotiate in concert and 
m ak e indu stry agreem ents, the 
national u nion cou ld strik e first 
one plant and then another and 
gradu ally shu t down an indu stry 
with dem ands that u niform wage 
rates he paid, irrespectiv e of the 
size of a com pany or its capacity 
to pay . 
There can be no objection to 
the formation of national a.ssocia- 
tions of labor u nions to discu ss 
u nion problem s, bu t where they 
attem pt to ex ercise power by or­ 
dering strik es that local u nions 
m ay not wish to u ndertak e or by 
insisting on u niform ex piration 
dates of contracts, the monopoly 
power is complete.

Non-Alignment 
Policy Is Tested 


Prime Minister Nehru of India is in danger 
of bogging down in the mire of his own fallacy. 
His neutralist position is being challenged by 
Chinese aggression to the point where he may 
have to fight to maintain it. which, of course, 
means that he can no longer maintain it. 
In an attempt to salvage logic, Nehru is 
now emphasizing “non-alignment” instead of 
neutrality and has suggpsted that India is quite 
able to look after itself. One can only hope that 
he is right. The alternative might be a world 
holocaust. 


Neutrality is a middle position, implying 
disinterest. Where two combatants are fighting 
over an issue it is possible though difficult. 
When it is aggression and 
defense against 
aggression it becomes impossible. 
It is the position in which NATO countries 
have declared that they will not be placed 
•gain if there is aggression against any one 
of their partner nations. They are not raising 
•n issue of East against West or communist 
against 
non-communist, 
but 
preservation 
of 
peace through deterrent strength. 
It is this bald, simple fact which the Sine- 
Indian border dispute must be bringing home 
to the peace-loving Nehru,

What Is Television? 


The excitement over cheating on the quiz pro­ 
grams has raised more of a hub-bub than anyone 
anticipated. 
Curiously, the complaints are mixed. 
Many are disappointed at the cheating; many are hurt 
that such nice people got caught. 


Television and radio are very different from 
the press. 
A newspaper is a private property 
which exists for diverse reasons. 
Some news­ 
papers art* founded and continue to exist only to 
earn money for their owners. Some are founded 
to present an Ideal, a belief, a prejudice to the 
public. Some represent the views of a political 
party. Some rater to the literate; some to those 
who enjoy pictures more than letterpress. Some 
are devoted to a particular class like bankers and 
stockholders or are owned by a labor union. 


Because much of the news from Washington 
reaches the public as governmental hand-outs, a large 
number of small sheets, some mimeographed, some 
representing particular points of view are being issued, 
new ones appearing all the time. Most of them are 
useless but some are quite informative. 
Radio and television are different. 
They are 
licensed by the government and their principal asset 
is this government permit. 
(This applies to the 
stations, not the networks 
The public receives tele­ 
vision from a licensed station.) The license is never 
granted without the proviso that they must perform 
a public service as well as earn more for their 
stockholders. They are therefore not altogether free 
enterprises by a strictly capitalistic definition. They 
are licensed enterprises, existing by the grace of a 
department of government which may withdraw their 
licenses. 
Dr. Frank Stanton of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System views this subject more realistically than his 
compeers. 
Instead of providing alibis and trying to 
explain away what has happened, he has faced the 
situation squarely, assumed full responsibility for the 
faulty practises and suggested some possible correc­ 
tions. He has not dodged the moral issue. 
Two general proposals have been made: 
1. 
That the government police television; 
2. 
That a “czar” be appointed, as there is in 
baseball 
This suggestion comes from Senator Jacob 
Javits of New York. 


Both suggestions miss the poinf, which is that 
radio and television have failed to recognize that 
these are licensed industries; that they are not 
the press, although they do provide a modicum 
of news and some editorial comment; that be­ 
cause they are licensed, they cannot depend sole­ 
ly upon their own private judgment and that a 
government agency, the Federal Communications 
Commission, does exist which Is responsible for 
licensing them and therefore, ipso facto, should 
watch what occurs. 


CBS Failed To Police TV Commercials 
Of G. M., Libbey-Owens Ford 


WASHINGTON - There s an 
untold, highly significant story 
behind the recent crackdown on 
General 
Motors 
and 
Libbey- 
Owens Ford by the Federal Trade 
Commission for putting deceptive 
TV' commercials across on the 
public. 
The Trade Commission, after 
investigating 
t h e 
GM-Libbey- 
Owens 
claim 
that other 
auto 
glass had wavy lines and dis­ 
torted 
vision, 
ruled 
that 
the 
commercials were deceptive and 
gave official notice that they 
would have to be stopped. The 
commission found that the photos 
of Libbey-Owens Ford auto win­ 
dows had been taken with the 
$lass rolled down. 
This has now been officially 
announced. What wasn't announ­ 
ced, 
however, 
was 
what 
the 
Columbia 
Broadcasting 
System 
did—or failed to do—regarding 
the commercials. 
CBS has been the bellwether 
in demanding a cleanup of the 
networks 
Counsel 
Thomas 
K. 
Fisher and president Frank Stan­ 
ton have said they knew nothing 
about chicanery on the quiz pro­ 
grams; yet when the Better Busi­ 
ness Bureau called another type 
of 
chicanery—the 
GM-Libbey- 
Owens 
F o r d 
commercials—to 
their attention, 
there was 
no 
cleanup. 
CBS appointed investigators to 
check the commercials. But after 
reviewing the facts it informed 
the Better Business Bureau it 
was satisfied the commercials 
were genuine and there had been 
no camera trickery. 


t 
Labor Leaders Out Of Touch With Public Opinion 


The real weakness of the television industry is 
that it relinquished control of much of the material 
that is used on television. Separate companies came 
into existence to prepare material for television. At 
the time that the Communists #were being cleared out 
of the motion picture industry, they took refuge in 
television and those who were closest to the work in 
this field, found it practically impossible to deal with 
anyone in authority. The networks were leasing their 
time not only to advertising agencies but to produc­ 
tion companies and responsibility became so diffused 
that it could not be found 
Often when this subject was discussed, back in the 
early years of this decade, there were those who 
prognosticated that sooner or later there would be 
trouble because some advertising agency or producing 
company would pull a fast one which would do to 
television what the White Sox scandal did to baseball. 


Dr. .Stanton is to be commended for assuming 
responsibility but the point must also be made 
that he and other radio and television executives 
are responsible whether they assume it or not and 
they must be held responsible no matter what 
they say about it. 


Cheating on quiz shows is not the only defect of 
television. A greater one is the paucity of free dis­ 
cussion of public questions 
The technique of having 
a few newspapermen ask questions of someone in the 
news may be a simple format, but it is not un­ 
censored, unrehearsed, free debate, which is difficult 
to do and possibly dangerous because of slander and 
libel, but it can be done if responsible men are willing 
to undertake it. 
The best programs on radio were 
the America's Town Meeting of the Air and the 
American Forum and they served America well during 
the critical pre-war and war periods 
No such pro­ 
grams appear on television. 
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WASHINGTON — Judging by 
their speeches and comments, 
many of the prominent leaders of 
union 
labor 
have 
never 
been 
more out of touch with the tem­ 
per of the workers and with pub­ 
lic opinion generally than they 
are today. 
George 
Meany, 
president 
of 
the AFL-CJO, for instance, re­ 
ferring to the injunction in the 
steel strike, has just said to a 
convention of labor unions; 
“ If a law can compel a worker 
to work against his will, in my 
book it s a slave labor law.” 
But isn’t it a ‘‘slave labor law” 
when an American citizen wants 
to work but is forbidden to do 
so unless he joins a union? This 
section of the Taft-Hartley Law 
has been a boon to labor-union 
growth, and applies in all states 
except a few which have enact­ 
ed 
“right • to - work” 
laws 
to 
emancipate the workers. 
What Mr. Meany and other 
labor leaders really object to*w 
any law that isn't administered 
in favor of the labor unions. The 
President of the United States is 
required under the Taft-Hartley 
Act to invoke an injunction for 
80 days when there is a national 
emergency due to a strike, but 
there is nothing in the law that 
says he must favor either side or 
settle the strike with a victory 
for one side over the other. 
Yet 
Emil 
Mazey, secretary- 
treasurer of the United 
Auto 
Workers, who seems to think that 
the President can favor either 
side by the use of an injunction, 
has just issued an attack on the 
personal integrity of President 
Eisenhower. 
In a speech to the 
same convention at which Mr. 
Meany spoke, Mr. Mazey said 
that Mr. Eisenhower invoked the 
Taft-Hartley injunction as a “ po­ 
litical 
pay-off” and cited cam ­ 
paign contributions by various 
steel men as the motivation. The 
implication was that the Presi­ 
dent was influenced by this in de­ 
claring 
a 
national emergency. 
Such an accusation will not be 
given credence by the public.

In a speech last Friday he said: 
“No man in the management 
of any steel company—no m atter 
how large the company, or how 


high the office he may hold— 
can shut down 
the

steel industry and deprive the 
American people of the products 
of its mills. 
Nor can any single 
individual in government do so— 
not even the President of the 
United States. 
“No, among all the 170 000.000 
people in America there is only 
one man who can choke off our 
nation’s steel supply at will, and 
that man is the President of the 
steelworkers union. 
That is a 
power which he alone can exer­ 
cise; and it is a power which he 
has 
exercised 
in 
every 
steel 
wage negotiation that has occur­ 
red in the past five years.” 
An example of the arbitrari­ 
ness of the leader of the steel­ 
workers union, David McDonald. 


A Legal Roadblock 


A motorist westbound on Route 
40 sails gaily along a dual high­ 
way as handsome 
as any in 
Maryland — until 
he reaches 
Frederick. Beyond there th» road 
'Shrinks to single width and at 
Hancock turns positively tortuous. 
So also on the Eastern Shore, 
south of Wye Mills, Route 50 s 
dual l a n e s largely disappear, 
leaving the rest an unsatisfactory 
patchwork of two-lane, four-lane 
confusion to the coast. Though 
these two thoroughfares — the 
Frederick • Hagerstown • Cum­ 
berland link, and the Bay Bridge- 
Ocean City road — serve an en­ 
ormous amount of traffic their 
weaknesses evidently cannot be 
remedied for several years. 


The obstacle facing the Roads 
Commission planners is a largely 
parochial one placed two years 
ago in the law governing the 12- 
year program 
Hatched by the 
smaller counties, this provision 
forbids that any starts be made 


on projects specified in the sec­ 
ond four-year phase of the pro­ 
gram until first-phase projects in 
all counties are brought up to a 
State wide average Here is the 
rub: 15 of the 23 counties are still 
below average on first-phase pro­ 
jects. Until they are caught up, 
probably a year hence, no work 
can be started on completing the 
arterial routes mentioned above 
because these extensions are pro­ 
grammed for the second and even 
third phases of the overall pro­ 
gram. They simply have to wait. 
The legal quirk originates in 
chronic small-county distrust of 
a centrally directed roads sys­ 
tem. specifically in rural prefer­ 
ence for local roads over a cross- 
county, or even 
a 
State wide 
network. It is a quirk, however, 
which tends to stifle broad plan­ 
ning and which now is beginning 
to bring complaints from local 
interests themselves.

not grant concessions to steel 
firms which have not junked all

He added: 
“We will show no mercy to 
those companies who are lag­ 
gards and do not engage in re­ 
search or modernize but would 
make profits at the expense of 
the steelworkers . . . They have 
no right to exist in a modern 
world such as ours.” 
This disregards the individual 
capacity of a company to earn 
enough money so. it can eventual­ 
ly replace obsolete equipment. 
It threatens the continued exis­ 
tence of 
companies of 
which 
labor unions disapprove. 
The crux of the labor-manage- 
ment problem today is industry­ 
wide bargaining. 
Congress has 
never come to grips with this 
issue. Thus, it would do no good 
to torbid employers to band to­ 
gether into a single committee 
to handle all their negotiations, 
because the real power is usual­ 
ly vested in a national union 
that controls the workers in all 
plants. 
Even if the employers, 
moreover, were forbidden to con­ 
fer with each other on strike is­ 
sues or negotiate in concert and 
make industry agreements, the 
national union could strike first 
one plant and then another and 
gradually shut down an industry 
with demands that uniform wage 
rates he paid, irrespective of the 
size of a company or its capacity 
to pay. 
There can he no objection to 
the formation of national associa­ 
tions of labor unions to discuss 
union problems, but where they 
attempt to exercise power by or­ 
dering strikes that local unions 
may not wish to undertake or by 
insisting on uniform expiration 
dates of contracts, the monopoly 
power is complete. 
This is going to he the big is­ 
sue in the new legislation Con­ 
gress will be asked to pass at its 
next session.

Creative New Program 


Rod Serling, a terribly gifted 
and phenomenally many-faceted 
and wildly prolific writer, is both 
writer and executive producer on 
a new series called "Twilight 
Zone" (CBS-TV 10-10:30 p. m. 
Friday), one of the few really 
genuinely creative new programs 
of this season. It is my feeling 
that many writers are trying to 
get out of this world—into fan­ 
tasy, into outer space, into sci­ 
ence, and that “Twilight Zone" is 
part of a rather universal pre­ 
occupation, 
Serling himself defines "Twi­ 
light Zone" with the words: 
“ There is a sixth dimension be­ 
yond that which is known to 
man. It is a dimension as vast 
as space and as timeless as 
infinity. It is the middleground 
between light and shadow — be­ 
tween man’s grasp and his reach; 
between science and supersti­ 
tion; between the pit of his fears 
and the sunlight of his knowl­ 
edge, This is the dimension of his 
imagination. It is an area that 
might be called the twilight 
zone." 


The first of these was a fas­ 
cinating study of a guy wander­ 
ing around a deserted town. He 
doesn't know who he is.
